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Jenna Conway provided a presentation on the proposed revisions to Bulletin 137, Louisiana Early
Learning Center Licensing Regulations.

On motion of Mr. Young, and seconded by Dr. Recasner, the Early Childhood Care and Education
Advisory Council endorsed the revisions to Bulletin 137, Louisiana Early Learning Center Licensing
Regulations with the recommendation to include guidance regarding the expectations of emergency
drills.
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Jenna Conway provided a presentation on the proposed revisions to Bulletin 139, Louisiana Child Care
and Development Fund Programs.

On motion of Ms. Bronfin, and seconded by Mr. Young, the Early Childhood Care and Education Advisory
Council endorsed the revisions to Bulletin 139, Louisiana Child Care and Development Fund Programs
with the following recommendations:

e The employment qualification criteria for the Child Care Assistance Program should be revised
to be 20 hours per week for all qualifying applicants, and 15 hours per week for qualifying
applicants that have a child with special needs.

e Consider regulations or guidance for how the Child Care Assistance Program waitlist will be
prioritized, and report back to the Early Childhood Care and Education Advisory Council by
January 2017.

e Consider expanding the number of absences permitted within the qualification criteria for the
Child Care Assistance Program for children with special needs, and report back to the Early
Childhood Care and Education Advisory Council by January 2017.

e Consider a process for including part-time school attendance as qualification criteria for the
Child Care Assistance Program, and report back to the Early Childhood Care and Education
Advisory Council by January 2017.

e The Early Childhood Care and Education Advisory Council should revisit the Child Care Assistance
Program proposed rates with an explicit focus on infants and toddlers in January 2017.

e Provide a report on the status of the foster care program within the Office of Community
Services to the Early Childhood Care and Education Advisory Council by January 2017.
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Jenna Conway provided a presentation on the Early Childhood Care and Education Advisory Council
Quarterly Report- Quarter 2.

On motion of Mr. Young, and seconded by Dr. Recasner, the Early Childhood Care and Education
